B E A D A K D R E F L E C T . 


AH experience has demonstrated that 


there U but one safe standard by which Ihe 
value and the statesmanship of public men 
may be properly estimated, and that is by 
the piacticul results of their policy and meas- 
ures. 
"We propose to applv this rulefo the 


present condition of things in Pennsylvania, 
and the two wuididatfs who have been pre- 
sented by their respective parties for the 
highest office iu the gift of the State.

been properly regarded ; the North Branch 
Canal lias been continued; nearly a quar- 
ter of u million Las been applied to the Co- 
lumbia. Kailroadj four hundred thousand 
dollars were appropriated to avoid the incli- 
ned plane at the Schuylkill, a»d the same 
system has been so extended to the public 
works generally as to enable them to meet 
all requirements. 


These are facts which cannot be contro- 


verted. 
They address themselves to no 


party or community, but fo tbe people of 
the whole Slate, who have taxes to pay, and 
interests tu promote.

ston, his actions are before the public, 
speaking his best defence. 
We know what 


he has done, and cannot therefore doubt 
what he will do. Col. Bigler is a bigoted 
partisan, pledged to all the radicalisms of 
his party. At best, his election would be 
an experiment, conceding all that his cham- 
pions claim. 
After the events of late years, 


if this State is prepared to try experiments 
and to resume the old Lccofoeo esperienco 
of debt and depreciated credit, Col. Bigler 
is entitled to an election, for such' will be 
the consequences of a Locofoco victory.

on the other hand, it is desirable to contin- 
ue in the path which Uov.
